A long time before tiat there was another happy period. F might call 
it the "two-turkey" decade which ended with the sadness of 1893 when the 
country went broke. Then it was that families foregathered at Thanksgiving 
around @ long table that seated oftentimes as many as twenty people, for 
in those days they made dining rooms to hold diners. |] can see it now, 
the long table with a huge brown bird at either end, my father at-one end, 
my uncle at the other. The multitude, open-wouthed, held its collective 
peace as the ceremony was alout to begin. Each artist stood poised, knife 
in hand, ewanating proyd self-assurance, for each had proved tried and 
true over many a year of turkey carving. They just don't come that way 
today. 


Let me describe the art, for I know it as an art if one that has 
practically vanished. The artist first placed his fork at a point astride 
the breastbone; there was no feeling around for it, and the carver sunk 
his instrument half out of sight as an espada buries his sword at a 
corrida in the bull ring of \adrid. The bird was turned on its side, the 
wing dextrously separated with accurately placed snips about the joint. 
Ip @n instant the second joint was undercut, the entire leg separated at 
the hip and laid on the platter. Now came the long wide slices of white 
meat, each one the counterpart of the one which had been cut before. 
Then the endlcss passing of plates, the begging for dressing, gravy, and 
drum sticks. Everything was orderly; nothing was spilled and nothing mis- 
fired; best of all no one told the operators how to do a job that now is 
accompanied by sweat, blood and tears. 


It was a fine family gathering, and how did it end? I shall never 
be able to tell you that because wé boys of the family were expected to 
take and did take @ shake-down cruise after dinner. This walk was never 
less than five and sometimes was as long as ten mites into the open 
country and back. ‘Ye always returned tired but glowing with health and 
wishing we could bave our dinner over again:

Army Medical Library

Microfilm copying of the periodical literature of the Army Med- 
ical Library was begun by Bibliofilm Service of the U.S. Departmert of 
Agriculture in 1936 and continued until September 1940 when an inde- 
pendent service under the auspices of the Friends of the Army Medical 
Library was established. Due to the expanding needs of microfilm copy- 
ing for Regular Army and Federal establishments and other calls made 
upon it in the present emergency, additional equipment and enlarged 
facilities have been added at public expense. It has now become pos- 
sible to substitute microfilm copying to a limited extent for inter- 


library loans. Microfilms will be sent without charge in lieu of the 





loan of the books to all accredited medical librarians who prefer them 
or where books or journals cannot be loaned. 





This service should result in a saving for the borrowing li- 
brarian since the responsibility for safekeeping and return of the 
books will be eliminated and no records will be required. The person 
receiving the microfilm will have no obligation for its return and my 


retain it for future use. 


The total amount of work which can bé done on this basis is of 
course limited by appropriations now available, henoe there will be a 
limitation in the extent of the service, as to quantity. Orders for 
microfilm copying, except in particular cases, where bulk or commercial 
work is involved, will not ordinarily be accepted from individuals, 


but only through libraries, in the same manner as interlibrary loans.
